died at 11 o'clock this morning after
a year's [liness from vellow jaundice.

Professor Pile

to community and

northern Nebraska,

came to Wayne In
1581 and started the pormal school
which grew into magnificent propor-
tions. The citizens of Wayne formed
a company to back his school. They
bought eighty acres of land, platted {t
Into town lots, sold the at
each and with the proceeds pald for
the land and then turned the surplus
over to Plle as a fund with which to
start the college. He agreed to main-
tain an educational Institution and at
the end of the ten years the propesty
became his,

He has added more than $170,000 in
improvements since that time, so that
the institution Is worth over $200,000
today.

Worried Himself to Death,

Two years ago Mr. Pile floated $40,-
000 of ten-year 5 per cent bonds with
which to add a new building, He built
a building costing $50,000, Wayne citi-
zens took these bonds, It {s confi-
dently belleved that the weight of this
new debt, which worried Mr. Pile very
greatly, ultimately caused his death.

Among the pioneer citizens who
formed the company yvears ngo making
it possible for Mr. Pile to start his
school were A, L. Tucker, 1). . Main,
John T. Bressler, Dan Harrington, R.
Phileo, D. R. Theobald, A. J. Ferguson,
A, A, Welceh,

Recently Mr. Plle started an agricul-
tural school at the college, He dies
leaving a splendid college, with fine
buildings, four large dormitories, a resi-
dence that cost about $7,000, thorough-
bred stock and expansive grounds.

The Wayne normal college  will
stand for all time as a fitting monu-
ment to the constructive persevering
and untiring efforts of a man of large
mind and abllity,

Mr. Pile was feeling well day before
yesterday, though confined to his bed.
His friends hoped against hope for his
recovery, though the physicians never
really had any hope of his recovery,
it is belleved.

School Offered to State.

The Nebraska state legislature is at
this very moment considering the pur-
chase of the Wayne normal college to
make it into a state normal college.
Its fitness is recognized by those who
know the school.

The offer to the state was prompted
by the heavy weight of the dast bond-
ed Indebteduness, which proved fatal
today.

Next he
declared that the reasonable solution
of the problem was that Colonel Coop- |
or opened fired on Carmack, as Mrs.
Eastman belleves he did, and that a
bullet from his pistol strack the tele.
phone post, was deflected and entered
Robin's shoulder, He contended that
this theory Is corroborated Dby the
course of the bullet, which penetrated
the flesh only an inch and a half and
failed to hit the bone. A 88-caliber
bullet, fired point blank at a range of
three or four feet, Garner contends,
would have gone deeper in the flesh
than an inch and a half.

The court proceadings were inter-
rupted by the sudden fainting of Mrs.
Carmack. The audience's attention
was instantly diverted to the widow
of the murdered man. It became evi-
dent from the argument of General
Washlugton for the defense, who fol-
lowed General Garner before the jury,
that the defense proposes to rely
gtrongly upon a plea of justification,
as well as upon the plea of self de
fense.  General Whashington devoted
the entire two hours of his argument
to a denunciation of Carmack, He in-
terpreted Carmack’'s words and  edi-
torlals a8 he sald they were meant
and as Colonel Cooper interpreted
them, and declared that the colonel
bad no other recourse in the world,

WOOL WAREHOUSE AT CHICAGD

Cornerstong Is Laid and Sterage Com-
pany Elects Officers.

Chlcago, March 11.—The election of
